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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

and for treating a neurodegenerative disorder comprising administering to a mammal a 
composition comprising a molecule capable of releasing morphogen inhibition. 

Group II, claim(s) 19-23, drawn to a method for potentiating morphogen activity comprising 
administering to a mammal a composition comprising a molecule that binds an endogenous 
ligand for a receptor. 

Group III, claim(s) 24-26, drawn to a method for potentiating morphogen activity comprising 
administering to a mammal a composition comprising a cAMP-dependent messenger 
pathway inhibitor. 

Group IV, claim(s) 27-32, drawn to a screening method for identifying a molecule capable of 
potentiating morphogen activity.
